NEW YORK, Jan. 11. —- Two men and a 
boy, who were on the outlook for burglars, 
were suffocated by gas this morning in a 
room on the third floor of the tenement 
house at 343 Grand street. The dead are: 

JACOB ROSENBERG, JR., aged 13. 

ABRAHAM BERSAN, 2 years. 

JOSEPH JACOBSON, 25 years. 

An overturned gas stove caused the trag- 
edy. The flat in which the men were suffo-" 
cated while asleep is occupied by Jacob 
Rosenberg. the father of the dead boy. He 
is a butcher, with a shop in Hester street. 

Some time ago the flat was robbed and 
Rosenberg decided to have ais workmen, 
Bersan and Jacobson, sleep there to guard 
against burglars. Young Rosenberg slept 
with them. 

A few minutes after 4 o’clock this morn- 
loye of the butcher. 
shop came to wake the men, he smelled 
gas coming from room where they were 
asleep. The door was burst open and all 
were found dead in their beds. 

The gas stove in the room had been over- 
turned and the pipe by which it was con- 
nected with the meter broken.

THE JAPANESE QUESTION. 


The tribute of the London Times to 
Creelman for his splendid work in re- 
porting the Port Arthur massacre three 
weeks in advance of all other news 
sources was the only thing needed to 
complete the ludicrousness of the British 
comparison of the “English war corre- 
spondent” and the American reporter“ 
which the Post-Dispatch quoted not long 
ago as a specimen of unconscious humor. 

But the Times still shows its blind 
conceit and. prejudice by limiting the 
basis of its discussion of the significance 
of the incident to the contents of its own 
news columns. Since reporting the Port 
Arthur massacre the correspondent of 
The World and Post-Dispatch has thrown 
a flood of light on the subject by his rev- 
elations of the. attitude, temper and 
character of the Japanese Government 
and people. He showed clearly that the 
Japanese officers approved of the murder 
of the Chinese and that the utterances of 
the Japanese Government are mere 
words. He has said that the Japanese 
are drunk with vanity and lust of con- 
quest and that the nation is controlled by 
the war party and the old savage spirit. 
The civilization of Japan, he asserts, is 
a mere yeneering which’ passions easily 
dissolve: He has given proofs of the 
truthfulness of his assertions. 

All of this is of tremendous importance 
in this crisis of the affairs of Japan. It 
has special importance to the United 
States and England, in view of the nego- 
tiations for treaties admitting Japan into 
full fellowship with all the privileges of 
a civilized nation. Our Senate must take

MUNICIPAL SPOILS. 


In recommending the adoption of the 
merit system in selecting subordinates 
for State or municipal offices Gov. Alt- 
geld suggests the only plan of ridding 
local governments of the worst evil that 
afflicts them. 

The spoils evil is particularly vicious 
jn a municipality. There is enormous 
patronage in the government of a great 
city and its disposition on the political 
spoils plan is responsible for a great 
part of the corruption of municipal poli- 
tics and incompetence and rascality in 
municipal offices. 

In this city great power and responsi- 
bility rests with the Mayor. His oppor- 
tunity to shape the government to good 
ends is vast. Yet from the time he 
enters the race for the nomination until 
he retires from office he is hampered, 
harassed, influenced and fagged out by 
the eager scramble for the spoils. His 
time and energy are consumed, and if he 
is weak, ambitious or corrupt, his admin- 
istratiorm is impaired by the demands of 
spoils distribution. St. Louisans have 
seen the administration of good mayors 
sadly hampered and the administration 
of bad mayors wrecked and the govern- 
ment debauched by spoilsmen. 

One of the greatest needs of St. Louis, 
as of all other cities, is a civil service law 
which will relieve mayors and heads of 
departments from the task of distrib- 
uting the spoils, while giving them still 
the power to dismiss for incompetence 
‘or misconduct. In the revision of the 
charter and laws this important reform 
should not be overlooked. 

THE FRENCH WAY. 

There are neither gold nor silver mines 
in France, while the mines of the United 
States produce over $36,000,000 worth 
of gold and $77,000,000 worth of sil- 
ver. When France has a bal- 
ance of trade against her, it reduces | 
her stock of gold. But for many years | 
past the annual output of precious metals 
in the United States has not been drained 
away by any unfavorable ‘balance of 
trade.
